The 
gripmate is the perfect extra hand for holding wood for gluing, sawing, sanding, etc. 


EACH GRIPMATE INCLUDES:

2. One (1) adaptor bushing — 20mm DIA (Orange)

Please check carefully the contents of carton to assure that all pieces are present. Read carefully 
all safety rules, assembly and use instructions before using. 


SAFETY RULES 


1. Long overhanging loads must be supported to prevent Workmate from tipping. 

2. When using with power cutting equipment, clamp Gripmate as close as possible to cutting 
area without interfering with cutter. : 
DO NOT CUT INTO GRIPMATE! 

3. Use Workmate swivel grips or a second gripmate to prevent work rotating whe applying ~ 
side loads to the work piece. (ex. Drilling, Sawing etc.) 

4. See Fig. # 4 for proper hand position when clamping, to prevent pinching fingers 
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GRIPMATE ASSEMBLY AND USE 


1 The adaptor bushing should be inserted into a 
hole on the Workmate table top with the adaptor 
flange flush to the table top. 








Whenever possible you should use the centre-double thickness portion of the Workmate 
vise jaws to obtain maximum clamping efficiency (see insert); avoid using extreme end 
holes wherever possible as some rotation interference may be encountered between the 
vertical post and the Workmate vise jaw bracket.

2 Insert the gripmate vertical post in the bushing 
and open the lock lever until it stops at the upper 
stop position. 





3 Move the gripmate down until the grip pad just 
touches work.

4 Apply downward pressure to the 
top of the vertical post and at the 
same time press the lock lever 
down to the lock position. 

The amount of downward pressure will determine the clamping 

force. 

CAUTION: Place hands as shown in Fig. #4 to prevent pinching 
fingers. 





NOTE: Proper operation of the Gripmate depends on friction occurring between adaptor 
bushing and the vise jaw hole. If the Gripmate fails to clamp properly, roughen the inside 
surface of the hole with sandpaper. 


TO UNLOCK THE GRIPMATE 





















1 Pull the Gripmate lock lever 
up to the stop position. 


2 Grasp the Gripmate near the top 
of the vertical post. Place the 
fingers of the other hand on the 
top surface of the adaptor bush- 
ing. 

While holding the bushing down 
with the fingers, rock the Grip- 
mate back and forth to disengage 
it from the sides of the bushing. 


3 While continuing to hold the bush- 
ing with the fingers, pull the Grip- 
mate up and out of the adaptor bush- 


WORKING WITH YOUR GRIPMATE 





The gripmate will clamp materials up to3 3/8” thick. When clamping thin materials or soft wood a 
1/2” shim should be used to achieve maximum gripping force. 





To obtain maximum clamping efficiency with your gripmate the following clamp position should 
be used. 






GRIP PAD

Care must be taken to insure that the grip pad contacts the material to be clamped. 


NOTE: Used in pairs the gripmate can provide a much greater clamping force and also prevent 
possible work rotation.
